Mrs. Surratt was summoned and when 
asked if she know the man, said v e h e ­ 
mently, raising her hands to heaven: 
‘‘Beforo God 1 do not know this man. 
and did not eng a ge him to dig a g utter 
for m e.” 
Payne bad spent the nig ht 
at Mrs. Surratt’s on one or two occas­ 
ion*, had visited the house frequently, 
and she know him well.

If this were pure fiction, there would he 
no excuse for my sa ying tha t Ha rold Dud- 
ley, though a pa rt of my friend’s na me, is 
not the whole or most importa nt pa rt, of it. 
1 ha ve ids con stmt to use so much, how­ 
ever. a nd, with this understa nding, to tell 
this story. 
Ca pta in Dudley a nd myselfnwre com­ 
ra de troopers. 
In th* long a go we ha d 
fought side by side during the Chick ma n­ 
ga ca mpa ign, a nd when the Army of the 
Cumberla nd wa s besieged by Bra gg in 
Cha tta nooga we wore ourselves a nd our 
horses down to skin a nd bone, a nd ma ny 
a good ma n ga ve up life in the effort to 
keep the Confedera te Genera l W heeler from 
ca pturing the tra ins we were ta king over 
the mounta ins from McMinnville, tha t 
the men in the sha dows of Mission Ridge 
a nd Lookout might not die of hunger. 
Dudley wa s born in Ohio, a nd I in Ken­ 
tucky. 
We were both ca pta ins, a month 
a pa rt in our a ges, a nd neither 20.

commissions ca me not through a bility so 
much a s tho fa ct tha t we ha d joined the 
loya l mounta ineers of the Cumberla nd 
ra nge, a nd wo 
knew more a bout 
the 
“ three r’s” tha n the bra ve, sturdy fellows 
who rejoiced a t our a ppointment a nd sub­ 
mitted to our comma nd. 
Two yea rs a go this spring Colonel Dud­ 
ley, now a successful la wyer in Ba lti­ 
more, proposed to me to ta ke a n ea rly va ­ 
ca tion, a nd to spend it riding over the 
tra ils where, 
BO yea rs before, we ha d 
ma rched by night a nd fought by da y a nd 
sta rved most of t he time, while pra ying— 
a s never done before or since—tha t help, 
more th a n our rugged divisions could give, 
might be sent to the na ked, hungry heroes 
so resolutely holding t ho ea st shore of the 
Tennessee a t Cha tta nooga . 
I decided to give up newspa per work, 
more wea ring tha n wa r in the long run, 
a nd to ge with my friend. 
On the wa y 
down to Cha tta nooga he a sked me if 1 re­ 
membered a story he told me the night be­ 
fore we a ssa ulted the northern spur of 
Mission Ridge, somet imes ca lled Mission­ 
a ry Ridge, under Sherma n. I remembered 
the story very well — 1 knew of ma ny ca ses 
of the sa me kind in t he border sta tes—but 
1 wa s a nxious to hoa r it a ga in. 
Dudley’s story in brief wa s this: 
Ilis 
fa ther wa s a Tennesseea n of good fa mily. 
He fell in love with a bea utiful girl, whose 
fa mily wore the founders of Portsmouth, 
O., on the southern rim of t ho sta te, a cross 
from Kentucky. 
The young ma n, a fter 
gra dua ting in medicine, ma rried a nd set­ 
tled clown in Portsmouth. 
His fa mily 
disowned him beca use bis wife's people 
were sa id to be a bolitionists, but, ha ppy 
in his love a nd bis three boys, he pursued 
bis profession successfully till South Ca ro­ 
lina seceded a nd the first hoa rse rumblings 
of the wa r ca me up from Cha rleston. 
Up to this time Dr. Dudley ha d ta ken 
no grea t interest in polities, though he 
a lwa ys voted, a nd jokingly ma de bets with 
the opposition. 
But with the first sound 
of wa r his life a nd his ma nner cha nged— 
cha nged so suddenly a nd ra dica lly tha t 
those who knew him best whispered thut 
be ha d become insa ne, a nd those who did 
not know him so well threa tened to ha ng 
him for wha t they ca lled “ his trea son to 
the Union.” 
M rs. Dudley a nd her youngest son were 
opposed to secession; the doctor a nd Pra nk 
a nd Edga r, the first a nd second sons, a n­ 
nounced themselves a s “ rebels.” 
Ii wa s well known in Portsmouth tha t 
Dr. Dudley’s wa s a nother ca se of “ divided 
house,” yet there wa s a grea t dea l of sur­ 
p rise in the pretty river town, when one 
evening, in the fa ll of 18(51, it beca me 
known tha t the doctor a nd twoof his sous 
ba d disa ppea red. 
Under the circumsta nces Ha rold beca me 
dea rer, if tha t were p< -sible, to bis mother, 
a nd for the love of h. r he would ha ve re­ 
ma ined a t home ha d he been Jess ca pa ble 
of love, less sensitive fa the opinions of 
others. The sclio* lma t* - a nd pla yma tes of 
his childhood a nd boyhood were going into 
(he wa r, a nd a lthough th ; t.ever openly 
chided him with disloya lty to the Union, 
yet he felt tha t L wa s under a cloud, a nd 
tha t there wa s but one eon:so left him, 
a nd fortuna tely tha t course wa - in the line 
* f bis inclina tions. 
Ha rold Dudley told his mother his pur­ 
pose, a nd she, rea lizing the situa tion with 
a woma n's quick intuition, consented to 
his going. 
He crossed the Ohio, met up 
with Union refugees in the mounta ins of 
southea stern Kentucky, a nd with them 
pressed north a nd joined the Union a rmy. 
This wa s the story Ca pta in Dudley told 
mo, a s, with our horses to the rea r, we 
hugged the freezing ea rth tha t Wednesda y 
night—the morrow wa s to be Tha nksgiv­ 
in g—a nd wa ited 
for da ylight a nd the 
bugles to sound the “ a dva nce.” 
I a m a wa re there is the voice, the deta il 
a nd the setting wa nting to give life to this 
crude outline, but in our hotel a t Cha tta ­ 
nooga tha t night my old friend a dded a n 
interesting postscript to the story of a gen­ 
era tion befor**. 
After the wa r he returned to the north 
— to Cincinna ti, whither his mother hud 
gom— a nd studied 
la w. 
She died of 
*' hea rt a che,” her friends sa id, in 18*59. In 
the mea ntime she a nd Ha rold ha d ma de 
every effort to lea rn the fa te of the doctor 
und the two sons who ha d gone south with 
tim. 
Through a Confedera te friend who ha d 
come to Cincinna ti they lea rned tha t Ed 
ga r wa s killed with Genera l Chea tha m a t 
Lookout M iunta in, a nd tha t Pra nk went 
down to dea th with Genera l Cieburn, on 
vvho>e >ta ff lie served during tha t fina l « e 
riesof despera te ba ttles south of Na shville, 
when the power of the Confedera tes in the 
west wa s irretrieva bly broken. 
Dr, Dudley ha d 
rved a s a surgeon a t 
ma ny points south during the wa r. but a » 
soon a s pea ce ca me a ll tra ce of him va n­ 


ished, a nd those who knew him believed 
he ha d gone out with the boys a nd the 
ca use tha t wa s so dea r to his hea rt. 
It wa s the 23d of April, the da y when 
the Confedera tes decora te the gra ves of 
their dea d, tha t Dudley a nd myself crossed 
the Tennex-eea t M*>ceu» in Point, described 
a s “ hell’s ga llery” by the a rtillery men. 
who a nswered from tha t bend in 18(53 the 
plunging » hot a nd shell from Lookout. 
‘ Ya nkees don’t come up much this wa y 
no moa h,” sa id a n old ma n a t whose ca bin 
we rested a t noon. “ 1 wa s hya r on t’other 
side in them da ys, though most of my kin 
wa s fo’ the Union. Things ha sn’t cha nged 
right hya r very much, a n fcha r a in’t been 
a stra nger in Dick's cove sen re the prophet 
come, tha t wa s right a rter the wa r. Who’s 
the prophet!' 
Wa a l, we-uns don’t know, 
but hit’s a llowed tha t he is a schola rd—a t 
lea st he wa s till he got into this ya r gra ve­ 
ya rd bizniss.” 
being a sked to expla in a bout the prophet 
a :.d the “ gra veya rd bizniss,” old Hen Col­ 
ley stroked his long white bea rd, took a 
chew of toba cco, hitched up his single knit 
suspender a nd sa id: 
“ The prophet, he’s got a pla ce up a t the 
hea d of the cove, wha r he keeps some stock 
a n ra ises stuff enough to live on, a n they 
do sa y he gits money ev’ry qua tnh a t Sto- 
vensville. 
Ho don't tell his na me, ef he 
hez one, w ’ich some doubts, but this hez 
lea ked out. He ha d throe sons. One went 
into the Ya nkee a rmy a n wa s kilt, two 
went into the Confedera cy a n wa s kilt, 
but no one don’t know wha r them throe or 
a ny one of ’em wa s buried. 
“ ’Twa s just a bout the time they got to 
puttin flowa hs on sojors' gra ves tha t the 
prophet come hya r, a look in fo’ the gra ves 
of his boys, but of course lie couldn’t find 
’em. 
But tba r a in't a hill nor a cove nor 
a va lley, nor a kirk, of a ll this la nd tha t 
didn’t ha ve no ind of unburied dea d on 
’em when the fuss irnled. 
So the old ma n 
—he ha d two nigga hs to help—sot to work 
to ga ther In the skeletons, with blue a n 
gra y ra gs on tlia r bones, from a ll over. In 
this wa y he ha s got a big gra veya rd of bis 
own. 
Tha r a in’t no gra y flowers, but 
tba r’s blue a nd w’itea nd red. a n tip a t the 
prophet’s pla ce you kin see dea d wa ves of 
them flowers, a n he tends them. 
Go up, 
a s 1110s’ like you’ll do, a n a x him why, a n 
lie'll sa y: ‘My boys wore the blue a n gra y. 
Some of these ma y be Fra nk or Ha rold or 
Edga r. 
Ma y the good Lor’ help a n pity 
us who wa s so cruel a s to kill them!' Oh, 
hit ma kes a feller feel soft 'bout the 
(» yes to hea l) him go on! 
I wa s tha r jest a 
yea h a go toda y, a n I ca me ba ck so ba d 
broke up tha t i ha d to drink moro’n cus­ 
tom to git a sleep. 
Wa a l, good by! 
But if 
you-uns see him, don’t forgit tile prophet's 
a gent.” 
We ba de good by to our mounta ineer host 
a nd rode up to the hea d of the cove, where 
the prophet ha d his home. 
Fa ve for the 
spring a nd the cha rred wood a bout, it, 
there wa s no sign of huma n life there 
when we ra n into Wha rton’s Texa s ra ng­ 
ers on the morning of Nov. 
8, 18(53. 
Two hounds ba rked us a welcome a s wo 
nea red the double log ca bin. 
There were 
signs of thrift a bout the pla ce, but wha t 
most a ttra cted our a ttention were the in­ 
termingled billows of white, m l a nd blue 
flowers on the slopes a bove the house, a nd 
this da y the hermit’s home wa s inva ded 
by young mounta ineers of both sexes who 
ha d comedown to help the old ma n in the 
work of decora tion, though a lrea dy every 
undula tion wa s a pillow of na tura l Mow­ 
ers. 
A ta ll old ma n, with white ha ir a nd 
bea rd a nd the expression of a sa int in his 
gra y eyes a nd regula r fea tures, greeted us 
a nd helped put a wa y our horses. 
“ It is a lwa ys Decora tion da y to me,” he 
sa id, “ even when the snow is 011 the hills 
a nd knee deep in the cove. It is to me the 
dra pery of pea ce, covering the la st resting 
pla ce of dea d America ns ” 
Colonel Dudley could not spea k, but I 
indorsed the old ma n’s sentinn nts. 
“ For yea rs,” he sa id in the sa me low, 
quiet voice. 
“ I tried to find the bodies of 
my sons, but in va in. 
One night, when 
my hea rt wa s very hea vy, I drea mt, or felt 
tha t a spirit ca me to me a nd whispered, 
‘All the dea d a re your brothers or your 
sons!’ 
Then I ga ve up the sea rch lor the 
few a nd ga thered in the ma ny. Here t hey 
sleep, the blue a nd the gra y, a s if they ha d 
never fought. 
I ga thered them in from 
the jungle a nd blea k hillside, from the 
ma rshy ma rgin of the rivers where they 
sa nk to dea th, a nd from the sha dows of 
the pines where they brea thed out their 
young lives. 
Over there nea r the ca bin is 
the pla ce where I sha ll sleep when the 
dea th a ngel ca lls me over the da rk river to 
the white tents of the silent.

We stood in the midst of the flora l bil­ 
lows, Dudley white fa ced a nd silent, a nd 
the old ma n a bsorbed in telling us how he 
ha d ga thered in the dea d, in blue a nd gra y, 
a nd how he ha d given his life for his boys’ 
sa ke in ca ring for the gra ves. 
“ Ha rold,” he sa id, 
“ fought on the 
Union side. 
He wa s our ba by—sweet, 
gentle a nd bea utiful a s his mot her. 
Two 
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I SAW THE OLD MAN’S ARMS ABOUT MY COM­ 
R A D E ’S NEC K. 
yea rs a fter the wa r, a mid a ta ngle of vines 
a nd wild flowers, I ca me on the rema ins 
ef a young ma n who ha d worn the blue. 
He wa s ta ll a nd lithe a nd ha d yellow ha ir. 
My Ha rold fought on these hills, a nd they 
told me he wa s killed here. Hi- gra ve U un­ 
der my window. The light of my la mp fa lls 
on it before I go to sleep, a nd the fir-t ra ys 
of the sun kis- it In the morning. 
Come, 
let me show you the pla ce.’’ 
He la id his ha nd on Dudley’s a rm a nd 
led him a wa y. 
For the life of me I could 
not move, nor could 
1 spea k, for my lips 
were dry a nd my iea rt wa - in my throa t. 
The mounta ineers singing a mong the 
gra ves of the blue a nd gra y sta rtled mo 
from my reverie. 
Then I looked ba ck

prevailed during the earlier half of this 
century and have since become extinct 
In the evolution of the microscope two 
factors have been domina nt, the d< maud 
tor optical improvement and the de­ 
mand for mechanical convenience, llolh 
of these demands have been well met, so 
that there appears little left for the fu 
ture to achieve until an entirely new 
direct ion is opened for f urt her ev<Jut ion.
